SOME  REFLECTIONS  ON  THE  VOLUME  OF  THE 
“BRASS  MONEY”  OF  JAMES  II

There  are  several  outstanding  problems  relative  to  the  “brass  money”,  anglice 
“gun-money”,  of  James  II  which  perhaps  are  not  quite  so  intractable  as  has  been 
imagined.  One  of  these  concerns  the  scale  on  which  the  coinage  in  question  was 
struck  and  put  in  issue.  In  1691  George  Story,  no  friend  to  the  Jacobite  cause,  dis¬ 
cussed  the  question  with  a  number  of  the  men  who  had  been  personally  involved  ,  and 
came  up  with  the  figure  of  £1,100,000  or  possibly  a  little  more.  Half  a  century  later 
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James  Simon,  with  faulty  arithmetic  and  obvious  prejudice,  suggested  a  total  slightly 
in  excess  of  £2, 150,000.  Most  recently  Mr.  D.  Stevenson  has  argued  for  a  figure 
somewhere  between  £1,500,000  and  £2,000,000.  It  will  be  the  suggestion  of  this  note 
that  Story’s  total  is  unlikely  to  be  very  far  from  the  truth. 

The  evidence  at  the  disposal  of  the  student  today  exhibits  a  neglected  dichotomy. 
On  the  one  hand  there  are  the  documents  of  the  period,  and  on  the  other  the  sur¬ 
viving  coins.  We  may  begin  with  Story’s  estimate  of  1691.  The  figure  is  at  once  sober 
and  plausible,  and  we  do  well  to  remember  that  the  future  Dean  (C.  of  I.)  of  Limerick 
claimed  to  have  consulted  officials  in  a  position  to  know  the  facts.  The  personnel  of 
the  Dublin  mint  at  this  period  seem  to  have  been  conscientious  and  reliable,  and  it  is 
hard  to  see  why  they  should  have  lied.  As  we  shall  see,  too,  the  estimate  of  £1,100,000 
receives  a  measure  at  least  of  corroboration  from  William  King’s  statement,  likew  ise 
of  1691,  that  between  June  1669  and  June  1690  the  output  of  Dublin  and  ( ?)  Limerick 
amounted  to  £965,375.  Even  more  specific  but  incomplete  is  a  mint-account,  pub¬ 
lished  by  Hardinge  in  1874,  for  the  so-called  “James”  press  at  Capel  Street,  Dublin, 
which  covers  the  period  from  3  August  1689  to  17  May  1690.  For  each  of  the  41  weeks 
in  question  we  are  told  exactly  how  many  coins  were  struck  of  each  denomination, 
and  also  what  sums  were  paid  into  the  Treasury.  The  total  struck  amounts  to 
£777,759:14:11,  a  figure  which  tallies  quite  remarkably  well  with  King’s.  The  Dublin 
mint  is  believed  to  have  been  operating  for  a  total  of  53  weeks,  so  that  it  is  in¬ 
teresting  that  an  extrapolation  of  the  mint-account  on  this  basis  should  give  a  figure 
slightly  in  excess  of  £1,000,000.  It  may  be  objected  that  during  the  last  six  weeks  of 
its  existence  the  Dublin  mint  seems  to  have  been  concentrating  on  the  production  of 
crowns,  but  any  consequent  imbalance  in  the  record  can  probably  be  to  some  extent 
offset  by  the  fact  that  for  the  first  six  weeks  or  so  after  its  establishment  the  hastily 
improvised  Capel  Street  establishment  experienced  a  number  of  “teething  troubles”. 
At  this  point  we  may  perhaps  bring  into  our  calculations  the  jotted  note  which 
formed  the  basis  of  Simon’s  patent  miscalculations.  It  has  been  taken  to  embrace  the 
whole  period  June  1689  to  June  1690  inclusive,  and  adds  up  to  a  total  of  £907,420 : 13:6. 
As  such  it  is  not  inconsistent  with  King’s  estimate  if  we  suppose  that  it  relates  only  to 
Dublin  while  the  latter  embraces  both  Dublin  and  Limerick.  In  the  same  way  there 
seems  no  inconsistency  with  the  account  printed  by  Hardinge  provided  only  we  accept 
the  equation  of  the  “James”  press  with  Capel  Street.  Finally  it  agrees  remarkably  well 
with  Story’s  authoritative  estimate  if  only  we  are  prepared  to  believe  that,  pace 
Stevenson  ( BNjf  XXXVI  (1967),  169-75),  the  output  of  the  Limerick  mint  was  never 
of  anything  like  the  same  order  as  that  of  Dublin. 

It  is  here  that  the  evidence  of  the  coins  comes  into  its  own.  There  are  three  major 
collections  of  “brass  money”  of  James  II  that  should  be  readily  accessible  to  students 
in  these  islands,  and  the  following  table  is  designed  to  show  how  they  present  a 
consistent  pattern  of  rarity.  In  the  case  of  the  Royal  Irish  Academy’s  cabinet  at 
present  housed  in  the  National  Museum  of  Ireland,  the  figures  are  based  on  those 
printed  in  Coffey  (1911  edn.)  although  of  course  there  has  been  inspection  of  the 
actual  coins.  This  is  to  avoid  possible  distortion  of  the  record  by  one  or  two  more 
recent  and  perhaps  atypical  accessions,  notably  the  Westropp  collection,  while  totals 
for  the  British  Museum  and  Ulster  Museum  trays  derive  from  the  author’s  own  notes. 
Omitted,  too,  are  a  very  few  coins  of  which  the  authenticity  is  to  say  the  very  least 
suspect.  The  picture  is  as  shown  in  the  table  opposite. 

The  overall  consistency  of  the  three  sets  of  figures  is  quite  satisfying,  and  the  con¬ 
clusion  appears  inescapable  that  all  three  cabinets  can  be  taken  to  be  broadly  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  coinage  under  review.  As  it  happens,  too,  there  are  some  minor  but  in 
combination  reasonably  impressive  “controls”  on  the  plausibility  of  the  foregoing 
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statistic.  In  the  table  opposite  there  have  been  set  out  the  totals  obtained  from  four 
independent  sources,  (a)  the  1754  manuscript  catalogue  of  James  Simon’s  mid¬ 
eighteenth-century  cabinet  (NLI  MS.  301),  (b)  the  remarkably  complete  and 
essentially  nineteenth-century  collections  now  housed  in  the  Hermitage  Collection  at 
Leningrad,  (c)  the  sizeable  but  again  basically  nineteenth-century  collection  at  the 
Cabinet  des  Medailles  of  the  Bibliotheque  Nationale  at  Paris,  and  (d)  the  recent 
Mullin  hoard  from  near  Scartaglen  in  Co.  Kerry  so  admirably  published  by  Mr.  S.  N. 
Lane  (BNJ  XXXIV  (1965),  126-31).  The  broad  concordance  of  the  figures  is  once 
again  impressive. 

While  it  is  clear  that  halfcrowns  and  sixpences  are  respectively  over-  and  under¬ 
represented  as  against  the  shillings — a  consequence  in  no  small  part  of  the  preferences 
of  the  Mullan  hoarder — the  following  diagram  is  intended  to  show  how  these  dis¬ 
tortions  themselves  very  largely  cancel  out  selective  discrepancies  in  the  representation 
of  the  three  denominations  in  the  National  Museum  of  Ireland,  Ulster  Museum  and 
British  Museum.  The  columns  express  the  hundreds  of  coins  surviving  today  in  these 
three  major  collections,  while  the  two  histograms,  expressed  in  millions  of  coins  struck,  * 
are  based  on  the  admittedly  incomplete  figures  furnished  by  Hardinge  and  by  Simon. 
It  can  be  objected,  of  course,  that  in  the  event  like  is  not  quite  being  compared  with 
like,  but  a  glance  back  at  the  two  tables  just  given  should  be  sufficient  to  indicate  that 
the  number  of  coins  that  are  dated  July,  August,  September  and  October  and  that  we 
have  today  is  negligible.

In  the  foregoing  calculations  more  than  1,200  coins  have  been  taken  into  account, 
and  what  emerges  with  tolerable  clarity  is  that  the  aggregate  of  the  Dublin,  Belfast  and 
London  cabinets  can  be  accepted  as  providing  a  reasonably  representative  sample  ol 
the  “brass  money”  coinage  as  a  whole.  In  other  words  what  we  may  term  the  “post- 
Boyne”  strikings — by  definition  the  products  only  of  Limerick — now  appear  to  have 
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been  on  nothing  like  the  scale  of  the  issues  of  the  preceding  year.  Consequently  the 
purely  historical  assumption  that  the  Limerick  mint  may  “have  struck  at  about  the 
same  rate  as  the  James  press  in  Dublin”  is  seen  by  the  numismatist  to  receive 
absolutely  no  warrant  from  the  extant  coins.  In  due  course  and  in  another  place  it  is 
proposed  to  go  on  from  here  and  to  argue  that  the  Limerick  mint  in  fact  did  not  begin 
striking,  at  least  where  the  “brass  money”  is  concerned,  until  the  late  spring  or  even 
the  early  summer  of  1690.  In  other  words,  and  to  make  the  point  is  the  whole  purpose 
of  this  present  note,  minimal  allowance  needs  to  be  made  for  the  Munster  mint’s  share 
of  the  total  output  when  considering  the  contemporary  estimates  of  Story  and  of  King. 
Granted  that  is  is  possible,  even  likely,  that  in  May  and  June  1690  the  Limerick  mint 
was  able  to  coin  rather  more  substantially  than  in  the  months  that  followed,  a  figure  of 
10%  would  still  be  a  generous  estimate  for  Limerick’s  contribution  to  the  emergency 
coinages  of  James  II  in  Ireland,  and  it  could  be  thought  intriguing  that  the  addition  of 
£100, 000+ to  the  £1,000, 000  -  of  our  earlier  extrapolation  from  King’s  “pre-Boyne” 
figure  gives  a  total  of  £1,100,000  which  is  precisely  the  estimate  of  Story  who  had  had 
the  advantage  of  having  discussed  the  matter  with  men  in  a  position  to  know  the  truth.  ( 

The  numismatist,  then,  will  have  little  hesitation  in  rejecting  more  recent 
estimates  of  the  volume  of  the  emergency  coinages  of  1689  and  1690  which  have 
postulated  a  figure  in  the  region  of  £1,500,000  at  the  very  least.  One  unexpected 
bonus,  moreover,  has  been  the  new  light  thrown  on  the  problem  whether  the  coins 
were  in  fact  struck  during  the  months  the  names  of  which  actually  appear  upon  them, 
and  here  the  evidence  does  seem  reasonably  conclusive.  Hardinge,  as  we  have  seen, 
has  given  us  the  “James”  press  (^Dublin  mint)  totals  for  the  coins  struck  weekly  over 
a  period  of  41  weeks  running  from  3  August  1689  to  17  May  1690,  and  it  is  a  relatively 
simple  matter  to  work  out  the  daily  average  within  each  of  the  weeks  that  embraces 
more  than  one  month,  and  so  to  arrive  at  a  fairly  reliable  figure  for  each  calendar 
month.  No  allowance  has  been  made  for  Sundays  and  public  holidays,  perhaps  not 
altogether  unreasonably  since  in  an  age  when  artificial  illumination  was  pitifully 
inadequate  the  authorities  were  prepared  to  keep  the  coining  process  going  both  day 
and  night.  Disregarded,  too,  are  the  figures  for  the  pewter  pence  and  halfpence  which 
in  the  nature  of  things  can  no  more  than  marginally  affect  the  issue.

An  illuminating  sidelight  is  that  when  the  metal  was  available  the  “James”  press  seems 
to  have  been  capable  of  striking  40,000  coins  a  day,  or  approaching  2,000  coins  an 
hour,  a  figure  that  is  not  unimpressive  when  it  is  realized  that  this  works  out  at  a  rate  of 
a  coin  every  two  seconds  once  allowance  has  been  made  for  time  occupied  in  running 
repairs  and  in  changing  dies. 
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The  second  of  our  diagrams  brings  together  the  number  of  coins  in  thousands 
that  may  be  supposed  to  have  been  struck  in  each  calendar  month  and  the  number  of 
coins  surviving  in  the  Dublin.,  Belfast  and  London  collections  combined.  It  should  be 
immediately  apparent  that  the  peaks  and  the  valleys  broadly  correspond  but  are  out 
of  register  by  several  weeks.  What  would  seem  to  have  happened  is  that  dies  were

engraved  for  the  appropriate  months  but  often  continued  to  be  used  for  a  number  of 
days  or  even  weeks  after  they  were  technically  time-expired.  Something  of  this  kind 
would  accord  well  with  the  hypothesis  that  the  mint  was  under  great  pressure,  and 
also  with  the  suggestion  that  a  particular  bottle-neck  concerned  the  production  of 
dies.  Incidentally  the  circumstance  that  the  Hardinge  mint-accounts  tell  us  that  no 
fewer  than  five  denominations  were  all  struck  on  the  “James”  press,  the  pewter  pence 
and  halfpence  by  definition  in  the  spring  of  1 690,  is  a  strong  argument  that  it  was  in 
practice  the  only  press  to  have  operated  in  Dublin,  at  least  as  late  as  April  if  not  May 
1690.  Had  the  “Duchess”  press,  presumably  a  smaller  and  less  robust  machine,  been 
operational  at  the  end  of  March,  there  would  have  been  singularly  little  point  in 
disrupting  the  rhythm  of  production  on  the  “James”  by  adjusting  the  latter  to  strike 
pewter.  Even  more  to  the  point  is  the  fact  that  we  have  no  genuine  March  or  April 
sixpences,  so  that  the  attested  Dublin  output  for  those  months  can  only  have  been 
achieved  by  the  employment  of  dies  dated  January  and  February  if  not  even  earlier. 
In  this  connection  not  nearly  enough  notice  has  been  taken  of  the  fact  that  the 
alleged  proofs  in  gold  of  the  “brass  money”  belong  all  to  the  spring  and  early  summer 
of  1690,  but  to  develop  this  observation  is  something  that  lies  outside  the  scope  of 
this  present  note.  What  is  urgently  needed  now  is  a  die-study  of  the  “brass  money”, 
something  that  will  be  particularly  easy  and  rewarding  where  the  “post-Boyne” 
issues  from  Limerick  are  involved,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  line  of  argument  here 
adduced  will  be  thought  to  have  vindicated  the  integrity  of  the  officers  of  the  Dublin 
mint  who  until  the  end  of  June  1690  served  James  II  with  outstanding  ability  if 
perhaps  without  very  much  personal  enthusiasm.

Polish  Exhibition.  Art  and  history,  Poland  and  Britain,  drew  closer  together  in  Warsaw 
last  week.  An  exhibition  of  one  of  the  most  remarkable  groups  of  coins  and  medals  formed  since 
the  war,  a  collection  brought  together  in  London,  was  opened  by  Princess  Alexandra  in 
Warsaw. 

The  exhibition  of  Polish  coins  and  medals  marks  one  of  the  major  transfers  from  private 
to  public  hands  in  recent  years.  It  is  of  the  collection  of  Gen.  Wesierski,  who  died  last  year 
and  whose  widow  and  daughter  have  presented  it  to  the  National  Museum  in  Warsaw. — Daily 
Telegraph ,  19r/i  October ,  1974. 

Error  Raises  Value  of  Games  Coins.  A  spokesman  for  the  Olympic  coin  programme 
said  yesterday  that  an  error  had  been  discovered  in  one  of  the  Olympic  coins  now  in  circulation 
around  the  world,  greatly  increasing  their  value. 

The  10-dollar  coin  in  the  first  series,  minted  last  year,  bears  the  date  1974  instead  of  1973. 

The  spokesman  in  Ottawa  said  the  error  was  limited  to  one  die  and  to  a  maximum  of  8,000 
to  10,000  coins  of  the  2,000,000  struck. 

The  error  occurred  at  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint  as  workers  were  preparing  to  switch  to  the 
production  of  1974  coins  in  the  second  series. — Hull  Daily  Mail>  9th  October ,  1974.

NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES 


The  British  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  on  October 
22nd,  Mr.  John  Brand  read  a  paper  entitled  “Otto  the 
Goldsmith  and  his  Descendants”.  Mr.  Brand  first  gave  a 
short  account  of  the  introduction  of  the  silver  penny,  and 
of  the  changes  introduced  after  975,  by  which  all  coins 
had  mint  names.  He  also  gave  a  description  of  die¬ 
cutting  centres  in  Anglo-Saxon  times.  After  the  Norman 
Conquest,  the  Anglo-Saxon  monetary  system  was 
continued.  The  speaker  produced  documentary  evidence 
that  Otto  the  Goldsmith  had  been  a  die-cutter  during 
the  reigns  of  William  I  and  II.  This  office  continued  in 
his  family  for  more  than  300  years.  Quoting  largely  from 
the  Pipe  Roll,  and  from  mint  accounts,  Mr.  Brand  gave 
a  history  of  the  descendants  of  Otto,  until  the  time  when 
the  office  passed  out  of  the  family,  during  the  late  14th 
century.  He  pointed  out  that  the  family  did  not  actually 
cut  the  dies  for  the  coinage,  but  they  may  have  prepared 
the  punches.  Probably  the  family  did  not  engrave  the 
dies  for  the  gold  penny  of  Henry  III.
